two delegates had formally voted 
against an atomic report. The vote 
was thus 10 to 2. 


When the 12-nation commission's 
first report was approved last De 
cernber Russia 
and 
Poland

stained. The vote was then 10 to 0. 
The present vote was taken 
in 


the political committee of the Ato 
mic -Energy Commission, which is 
winding tip its consideration of the 
first draft of "the second report to 
the security council. Russia 
and 
Poland'were expected to go down 
the line against the other sections 
since both have attacked them in 
previous debate.

America can prevent such domi- 
nation and still remain uninvolved 
in European affairs, the govern- 
ment would surely be most grale- 
tul. 


The British are having all they 


can do to keep their economy alive. 
They may have to pull out of 
Germany as they did out of Greece, 
unless their money and manpower 
troubles are eased. 


Surely it is good sense for the 


U. S. to 'try to keep Britain on 
the job there as a partner, even 
U a weak one, and to help her do- 
mestic recovery 
as the principle 


bulwark against 
communism 
in 
Europe. 


The Huhr certainly must be util- 


ized. Europe cannot be expected 
to help itself toward recovery un- 
til its greatest industrial section is 
more tnan 
one-third productive. 


Whether the Ruhr's resources are 
to be used by France or under 
control ot an international group 
remains to be worked out. 


As lor German industry, it seems 
inevitable now that it must be ve- 
yived and carefully controlled. Tnis 
isn't the way things were originally 
planned, either. 
.But again Russia 


aas changed the picture. Ger- 
many's big food-production region 
nas passed into iiussian hands. So 
until western Germany can p;o- 
duce and export enough to pay for 
its own food, much of that food 
must be bought with American 
money. 


There 
has been much talk of 


pur-bipartisan foreign policy, which 
is an excellent thing. Bui what 
also .seems to be needed is a bi- 
partisan, national realization that 
the United States is in Europe and 
has got to stay until recovery and 
stability are realities.

The report came from Rep. Mc- 
Powell (R-Pa), a committee mem- 
ber assigned to investigate after 
the group had received reports that 
Communists were endeavoring to 
establish themselves firmly in the 
Canal area. 


McDowell, who spent a month in 
Jthe Canal zone, said in an inter- 
view: 


"The campaign proved just as

classes in Panama as it has among 
the Negroes in the United States. I 
found a high degree of loyalty and

Fort Worth, Tex., Sept. 9 — (/P)— 
In the first such ruling on the Taft- 
Hartley law, Federal 
District 
Judge T. Whitfield Davidson yes- 
terday upheld the requirement that 
labor unions file affidavits
